ALBANY — Albany’s

The Albany City Council 
Monday night approved an 
emergency ordinance 
changing the minimum 
distance between adult en- 
tertainment centers and 
any residential area from 
1,000 feet under the current 
law to 150 feet. 

This would expand the 
permissible area from a 
limited portion of the fron- 
tage road of Eastshore 
Freeway to a larger fron- 
tage road area and the 
properties along Cleveland 
Avenue, north of Buchanan 
Street. 

The new law continues 
the old requirement limit- 
ing adult entertainment to 
industrial zones, but elimi- 
nates the provision calling 
for 1,000 feet between each 
entertainment center. 

City officials expressed 
fear that the old law would 
not stand up in court be-
